Rach Province is divided into circles, sometimes 
thirty or forty in number, over which is placed a Su- 
perintendent, also appointed by Government, and an- 
swerable to the Provincial Consistory. Beneath him 
stand the pastors of some twenty or thirty societies. 
These pastors are required to meet the Supermtend- 
eut once in four or five weeks, and their only means of 
official communication with the consistones is through 
him. It will be seen, at once, how completely such a 
Constitution places every pastor, every member of the 
church, in the power of Government.

only, that in prwate, peaceably, we might "serve God 
with clear and quiet conscien es a cording tothe effect 
of our fore-mentioned * confession’ we, in all lowliness, 
erave but your toleration. This duty we caunot, in 
any satety of conscience, relinjuish nor neglect; nei- 
ther can our meeting thus, only in a competent con- 
gregation, any way in the least measure be prejudi- 
cial or suspicious to your Highness’s peace or dig- 
nity.” 

No concession, however, was male to them by the 
first of the Stuarts.

“ehureh in the wilderness.” Though deprived of the 


counsel of their pastor, the brethren in Southwark 
were notleft without the means ol spiritual sustenance. 
Mr. Canne, author of the * Marginal Reference Bible,” 
in the earlier part ot his career, as well as Mr. Jessey, 
suinetime rector of St. Greorge’s, Southwark, uinistered 
to their comfort and instruction. © After Mr. Canne,” 
says Mr. Neal, the historian ot the Juritans, a Mr.

Ue tlo’k.” During his ministry the chureh endured 
great affliction, and to avoid the of persecu- 
on, its Members were often « ompelled to meet in the 
fields and woods. On the death of Mr. How. after an 
interval of bereavement, Mr. Ste phen More, a beloved 
and tarthtul deacon, at the request of the brethren, 
accepted the oversight of them. Hle was a mau of 
property, and had valuable connections in the city;

he did not shrink trom the duties of his s lt-denving 
otlice. [ An Interesting work written by him, entitled 
* The Wise Gospel Preacher,” is still extant.] The

Lords examined them strictly concerning their prin- 
ciples, and they as freely acknowledged that they 
owned no other head of the church but Christ Jesus; 
that no prince had power to make laws to bind the 
consciences of men: and, that laws made contrary to 
the law of God were of no force. “ Thereupon the 
House did order that the said sectaries should receive 
tor this time an admonition from the House, that they 
shall hereatter repair to their sey eral parish churches 
to hear divine service, and to give obedience there- 
unto according to the Acts of Parliament of this realm. 
To that purpose the order was re id unto them, made by 
the House the 16th of January, 1640, and to be told that, 
it hereafter thev do notobserve these commands, the Mi 
sh ill Lae severely unished aceor ling to law.” Some 
of the peers inquired where the place of their meet- 
ing was, and intimated that they would come and 
hear them. And accordingly three or four of the 
peers did go to their meeting on the Lord’s«dlay follow- 
ing, to the yreat surprise and wonder of many. The 
people went onin their usual method, having two 
sermons, in beth of which they treated of those prin- 
ciples for which they had been accused, grounding 
their discourses on the words of our Saviour, * All 
power is given unto me in heavenand in earth ;” Matt. 
xxvii. 18. After this they received the Lord’s Sup- 
per, and then made a collection for the poor, to which 
the lords contributed liberally with them, and at their 
departure signified their satistaction at what they had 
heard and seen, and their inclination to come again. 
But this made too much noise, and gave too great an 
alarm to the mob, for them to venture a second time. 
After this excitement, the church seems to have en- 
joved an interval of rest. The calm, however, was 
but temporary, and was followed by a succession of 
persecuting enactments, aiming at nothing less than 
the annihilation of Noneconformity. Within twelve 
vears the parliament passed six laws for this object: 
the Corporation Actin 1661; the Act of Uniformity 
in 1662; an act to suppress Seditious Conventicles, 
1664, declaring it to be a transport able offence for 
more than five persons to unite im religious worship, 
except according to the forms of the Church of Eng- 
land: the Oxford, or Five Mile Act, in 1665, banish- 
ing all Noneonformists from corporate towns ; the Con- 
venticle Act in 1670, with some severe additions ; and 
the Test Act in 1673. 

The storm was violent and of long continuance, but 
the iumertal ( onfessors of religious treedom bray ed it 
out. Strong in their weekneas, and sheltered in their 
obscurity, they could not be subdued. Amud the des 
olation caused by the plague, and the fire of London 
in 1666, they found an eatrance for the Gospel. In 
the absence of the court and clergy, who fled from 
the infected capital, these ** spiritual heroes” gained 
converts from the afflicted remnant. 

Thomas Wadsworth, the successor of Stephen 
More, we find at that calamitous period making col- 
leetions for his distressed brethren at Deadinan’s-place. 
and dispensing to the per yple the word of hfe. Rich- 
ard Baxter says, * the churches being burnt, and the 
parish ministers gone (for want of place or mainte- 
nance,) the Noncomformists were more resolute than 
ever to preach tll they were imprisoned.” Mr. Wads- 
worth and others, (he tells us) “did keep their meet- 
ings very openly,and prepared large cooms, and some 
of them plain chapels, with pulpits, seats, and galle- 
ries, for the reception of as many as could come.” 
fThe timber edifjee at Deadman’splace was of this 
character, and stood on the present site of the Park- 
street Brewery. ata short distance trom the Globe 
Theatre.) Io 1677, the author of the “ Saint’s Rest,” 
oceupied hin lt the pulpit of this ancient sanctury. 
Referring to this interestung circumstance, he writes 
“Tt pleased (rod to take away that excellent faithful 
minister (Mr. Wadsworth) in Southwark ; and just 
when | was kept out at Swallow-street, his flock invi- 
ted me to Southwark, where (though I refused to be 
their pastor) I preached many months in peace, there 
being no justice willing to disturb us.” Calamy gives 
this short account of the next minister, Mr. Lambert: 

—“ he was a eclebrated preacher in Southwark, and 
had a considerable congregation of Dissenters there. 
He sueeceded Mr. Wadsworth. He died August 9th, 
1689, and was baried at Bunhill.” His successor, 
Jonathan Owen, published a sermon in 1700, dediwa- 
ted to his congregation in Deadman’splace. Uuring 
lis pastorate, the tour sliver cups (still used by the 
church) were introdaeed ; the date, 1691, is-engraven 
on each cup. Mr. Killinghall was chosen pastor about 
1702, and was followed, in 1740, by Dr. Zephaniah 
Marryat, who died Sept. 15th, 1754, not many hours 
after having preached to his congregation from this 
text: * Casting all your care upon Him for he careth 
for vou.” Mr. Lamb was pastor from 1755 to 1762. 
His identity in this honorable lineage, like that of Mr. 
Owen, is proved by a discourse pu with a ded- 
ication to the church in Deadman’splace.

A RIDE IN A PALANQUIN. 

Very few of our readers have ever seen a palan- 
quin, and fewer still have rode in one. The follow- 
ing extract describes an actual journey made by 
night in that kind of vehicle. It gives a more distinet 
idea of that mode of travelling than any description 
we have seen before. Though somewhat long, it 
will well repay a perusal : 

The vehicle in use among the higher classes of 
Hindoos, and almost Wholly so among foreign resi- 
dents, 1s the palanqguin, which, from its importance 
claims a particular description. 

Not long before leaving Madras, I found it neces- 
mary to visit the neighboring village of S. Having 
eeut to the nearest plac e ot rendezvous, the maistry, 
or headman of a set of bearers, soon entered my pres- 
ence with a low salaam, when the following colloguy 
passed between us :

ENEMIES OF THE WHALE, 

In a book, called “The Whaleman's Adventures 
in the Southern Ocean,” by the Rev. Henry T. 
Cheever, we find this among other facts gathered by 
him on the homeward cruise of the Commodore 
Preble : 

The only natural enemies the whale is known to have, 
This latter os 


worry a whale until quite dead. When one of them 
gets among a gam, or school of whales, he spreads 
great consternation, and the timid creatures fly every 
way, like deer chased by the hounds, and fall an easy 
rey to whale-boats that may be near enough to avail 
themselves of the opportunity. I have heard a 
captain detail, with interest, a seene of this kind, in 
which the killers and harpooners were together 
against the poor whale, and the killers actually suc- 
ceeded in pulling under and making off with a prize 
which the whalemen thought themselves sure of. In 
the United States’ exploring squadron, on board the 
Peacock, as we learn from the narrative of Com- 
mander Wilkes, they witnessed a sea-fight between a 
whale and one of these enemies. The sea was quite 
sinooth, and offered the best possible view of the com- 
bat. First, at a distance from the ship, a whale was 
seen floundering in a most extraordinary way, lash- 
ing the smooth sea into a perfect foam, and endeavor- 
ing apparently, to extricate himself from some annoy- 
ance. As he approac hed the ship, the strug rle con- 
tinuing, and becoming more violent, it: was perceived 
that a fish about twe nty feet long held him by the 
jaw, hix spoutings, contortions, and throes, all betok- 
ening the agony of the huge monster. The whale 
now threw himself at full length upon the water, with 
open mouth, his pursue? still hanging to his under 
jaw, the blood issuing from the wound, dyeing the 
sea for along distance round. But all his tlounder- 
ings were of no avail; his pertinacions enemy: still 
maintained his hold, and was evidently getting the 
wivantage of him. Mach alarm seemed to be felt by 
the many other whales about. ‘These killers are of a 
brownish color on the back, and white on the belly, 
with a long dorsal fin. Such was the turbulence with 
which they passed, that a good view could not be had 
of them, to make out more nearly the description. 
These fish attack a whale in the same way that a 
dog baits a bull, and worry him to death. They are 
endowed with mmense strength, anned with strong, 
sharp teeth, and generally seize the whale by the 
lower jaw. Itis said the only part they eat of them 
isthe tongue. The sword-fish and thrasher have 
been also seen to attack the whale together, the 
sword-fish driving his tremendous weapon into the 
belly of the whale from beneath upward, and the 
thrasher fastened to his back, and yiving him territie 
blows with his flail. The thrasher having no power 
to strike through the water, it has been observed by 
all who have witnessed these strange combats, that it 
seems to be the instinetive war policy of the sword- 
fish to make his attack from below, thus causing the 
whale to rise above the surface, which, under the 
prick of the cruel sword ot his enemy, he has been 
;kKnown to do, to a great heioht, the unrelenting 
thrasher meanw hile holding on like A bevene h, and deal- 
ing his blows unsparingly through the air with all the 
force of his lengthy frame, sometimes twenty feet.

For 
amany hours, Mr. and Mrs. Kolbe were kept in dread- 
itul suspense, not knowing whether the neat moment 
bwould net bring their oe to fall inte the 
‘the se monsters. “Phe Namaquas shot mdiseriminately 
upon the rich and poor Ovarherero. Jan donker’s 
| son dragged a poor sick man out of Mr. holbe's prem- 
isos, and tflhogged him with hissambock. All the hous 
es of the poor were destroyed, and the few things they 
possessed were either taken or spoiled. At last the 
horde left the station, taking up their quarters im the 
hneighborhood. ‘Phere remained no alternative for 
|Mr. and Mrs. Kolbe but to flee, which they happily 
paccomplished, with our assistance. Kahitjene made 
his escape. Jonker, after his return to Concorha- 
ville, killed nearly every individual of Katjnenga’s 
tobe, and took every thing away. 

From thence he went to his residence in the moun- 
tains, and murdered all the Ovaherero, ther wives 
and children, who lived with him. Only a tew made 
their escape, and came to this station. Before Jonker 
jcommitted these atrocities, he had already fallen upon 
i Kamaherero, Katjamaka’s ( Koope rvoet’s.) son, who, 
fon his flight thence, murdered in the field three Berg 
|Damara women, belonging to this place. Previous 
to this deed, Jan Jonker robbed and murdered a cap- 

tain living with Katjinenga, whose name I do not re- 
Smenbe vr. I do not su pose vou will ask for the 

cause of all these dreadful acts. You kuow, sir, as 
| well as I do, that Jonker and Cornelis do not want 
|pretexts to shield their e x pe «ditions. ‘The crime of 
| the Ovaherero, in general, is, that they are rich; and 
of Kahitjene in particular, that he once dared to op- 
prose Jonker. 
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| AGRICULTURAL. 





EXHAUSTION OF THE SOIL. 
THe necessity of disseminating correct information 
con agricultural subjects grows more and more appa- 


irent every day. Prof. Mapes states that laprove- 
| ments in agriculture in Europe are greater than at 
‘any former period, and that, while our ratio of crops 
‘has been yearly decreasing, that of England has as 
“steadily increased. And what is the reason? Eve 
cry county in England, he says, now receives per an- 
‘num more benefit, in the form of agricultural infor- 
‘mation, disseminated at the public expense, than the 
total aunount paid for similar purposes since the for- 
‘mation of our government. New York and one or 
itwo other States have done something, but what has 
'Massachusett« dome ? We tnvite attention to the fol- 
lowing appeal, as we find it copied from the Working 
harmer into the New York Tribune: 


When will our statemen awake to the nec essity of 
viewing agriculture as @ fundamental source of our 
jnational prosperity? So long as we have more land 
lin the far West to cultivate, the wearing out of that 
vin the older States seems to be looked upon as a mat- 

ter of little consequence. The older States, with all 
their best lands in cultivation, do not at this time raise 
‘half the quantity of wheat they raised a few vears 
ayo; and the consumers in the Atlantic States are 
paying nearly as much for transportation on a large 
| proportion of their breadstutls as the farmers who 
iyrow it recejve for their yrain. The wheat c Props of 
New York are less than half per acre what they were 
| si) years ayo, and still no effort is made to dase minate 
the necessary information for arre ‘ting the evil. Stern 
pnecessity has rendered such action as we shall soon 
require in this country, imperative in Europe. Ohio 
hho longer surprises the sea-board farmers hy large 
Crops, and the same course of cropping and modes of 
tillage, which have impoverished the lands of the old- 
ver States, are daily producing similar results in’ the 
far West, Many farmers are still living and cartin 
cmaaneres upon their poor farma, who, in the Mohaw 
laud Grenesee Valleys, threw their manures into the 
river when younger. This removal of manures from 
the veanity of their stables, and throwing it into the 
river, was called aber, and the winter time was chosen 
for this emedal frole. Whole neighborhoods would 
yet together with their teams and sleds for this pur- 
| pose _ and the same practiees are now followed in the 
| Wahach Valley; the trilvutaries of the Misses ppi and 
other rivers are suffered to drain the very esence of 
our future prosperity, and to convey it to the ocean. 
Nature's laws tell us that the decay of the crops of 
one year furnishes the raw materials for the creation 
of those of the next year; but we must retain the re- 
sults of this deeay, and not suffer them to part from 
us—present individual enterprise being answered, 
must not cause us to forget the debt we owe to pos 
terity—-and that we have no moral right to permit the 
ultimate constituents of plants, the agricultural capital 
our country, to find its way to the ocean, or into 
the vcean of aunosphere, by sheer ignorance and neg- 








ligenct. 
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It may be answered that Europe, when ne- 
cessity demanded, found the means of restoring her 
worn out soils to fertility—this is true; but how will 
the same means continue through all time ? If it had 
not been for the im tion from our continent of 
breadstuffs, raw materials of all sorts, guano, saltpetre, 
cubical nitre of Pern, and other ooh ang the results 
of which, by decay and by direct application to their 
soils, recovered their lost ultimate constituents of 
plants, they would long ere this have suffered from 
famine. Every bushel of corn, bale of cotton, barrel 


and which are consumed there, places just so muc th of 
the ulate constituents of plants in their soil for con- 
tinued and repeated reproduction, and removes it 
from ours. If the importations were at all equal to 


(lo of what we have, or import, our exhaustion would pr 
be slower; but as itis, we are rapidly parting with 
our capital, never to return. ‘The ultimate constitu- 
ents of vegetables pay at least one hundred per cent 
profit when re-used for producing new growths, and 


them to the ocean through our rivers, and they are 
lost forever, 
casual observer, but nevertheless it is true; and the 
falling off of our crops is only unobserved from our 
great area of te rritery , and consequent continuance of 
supplies, Should we be contented to render it neces- 
sary each year to bring our supplies further from the 
sea-board ? Or should we adopt the proper means to 
produce an excess by keeping our Eastern lands in 
their present or in an improved condition ? and thus, 


as manufacturers, &c. 

Individual farmers may continue to move West as 
they wear out their lands; but asa nation, what ef- 
fect must this have on our general prospe rity ? 

It may be answered, that as our enterprising farm- 


and thus restore the old lands by European styles of 
farming. If the best farmers of Europe were among 
those who come, this might be true ; but those who 
understand their business seldom migrate; it is the 
laborers only who come to us; the more intelligent 
and better educated remain at home. 
We have but one remedy, and that is entirely with- 
inour reach. Let our legislators spend part ‘of the 
nine-tenths of the whole national income which is now 
paid by farmers in placing proper instructions within 
the reach of those who till the land, and that, too, in 
a way to be immediately effective. We must not 
wait to remedy the difficulty by educating the rising 
generation: we must inform the many what is doing 
hy the few who are successful as agriculturists. Some 
farmers raise 100 bushels of she ted corn to the acre, 
and some raise 50 bushels of wheat to the acre, but | 
these are the one in ten thousand. Send competent 
persons among the ten thousand to tell them how the | 
one manages his ¢ rops—le tany well-educated practi- 
cal man “be ealled from his ‘plough, and employ ed 
solely in collecting and disseminating information, and 
instead of raising large crops himself, he can cause 
a thousand others to do so. Every farmer should | 
hear such a lecturer at least once in cach vear; and 
should have an opportunity of propounding questions | 
for his examination. Such teachers would soon know | 
what the tarmers required, and could obtain the infor-

titioners. 

It need not be urged that farmers will not listen to 
aceredited teachers; we have lectured in many coun- 
ties in New Jersey for three years, and in those where 
we first lectured most evident improvement has en- 
sued. Farmers cannot leave home, and hence do not 
learh of the improvements of the day unless they oc- 
eur in ther own immediate nenhborhoods; nor will 
they have confidence in’ the receipts of mere book-
